General Assembly ¢xaming the 
question when considering the 
High Commissioner's future 
activities. 

The present mandate of the 
High Commissioner for Refugees 
expires at the end of 1958 and 
his future activities are due for 
discussion in the next session of 
the General Assembly. There- 
fore the fate of the Chinese ree 
fugees will also be discussed.
